Yesterday, New Year s Hay, 
waa aa warm aa Midsummer in England. The 
wee I her waa gltirloua, the aun oppressively hot, a 
lovely day in any country, end particularly wel- 
come here after all the rain we have lately had ; but 
aa soon a a the sun ret auch a dew fell upon everything 
that in half an hour the canvas of the tents wis wet 
through. To-day hes sgnin been fine— hotter even 
than jtattrdny, hut the afternoon was rstlier clou.ly. 
It is now night ; the sky is perfeetly ciesr, with the 
exception ol a lew thiu streaks ot cloud above the 
tea tori run ; the moon is high snd bright, and the 
tamp fires flsme end sparkle all around, and up away 
on the mountain slope, where Ptirnm 1 * battalions, in 
two intrenched cernns, form our advance in that 
direction, Ijcneral tj Uuuncdl was out towards the 
fionl eery esrly this morning, with only two ot three 
aidrs-de.iamp, and soon afterwards orders were 
triven to head.qusitelrs to mike tents and move eo 
where they now srr, close to the little old white 
house overlooking the wsler, snd from which may 
now be icen twenty ileamera, aome of them men-ol- 
war snd tome scoreshipi, flouting black and still upon 
the calm sea at a very abort durance from ahote. In 
front of the said unite house, hy the bye, waa ob- 
served a small mound, which snme anldran had the 
curiosity to break open. Il was a atooriill tomb, and 
contained human bones end skulls, which .cemiogly 
tad lain there long, for thty were drytjidmoul.leriau!. 
In on_' of the skulls a rat hail made ita neat and de - 
posited ita young. 

The Moors, no doubt, apprehended on attack 
upon their camp, for tliey rtiitd it in the night, and 
early this morning they wet* descried far in the 
distance moving swsy In the direction of the moun- 
tains, a little to the west of Ucue Negro. Home few, 
doubtless, still luik in this neighbourhood, for u 
soldier who l.n.Bglcil a ihort way from camp haw hod 
hia >itn broken i>v e shot, irttiurwue the ksjeUmir.

uddtcmed to the loweat rubble — professedly 
again*! traitors ind encmien to frceilorn. to 
ptate, lo innocence,— tbeao ImiLora, however, 
being really muiiTijj the noblent and wiseal of 
mankind. 

Many of out readers well remember the 
afru((|tle of the South American coloaien of Hpain 
(d etUblu.li Ihc re those prindplcn which were 
fucceanjully incorporated with the NoTlh- 
Amcricnn inatiliiliun*. CAMrttrto, and slntes- 
rtiDn of hi. rlaaH, as well ai all tlie Liberal* of 
l.ti^land, ft-lt the warfjnetit sympathy fur li'.^i 
people when, rining in vindication of tho r 
rights, they threw off the tijianish yoke. Nn 
doubt there ia much to he said of the elements 
of lhe pfiimlbtiun as the cause of disappoint* 
ntetlt. The Spanish and oilier Europeans were 
intci mingled freely with the aboriginal uml 
negro rat -*. The people wore never pcrmitlcd 
to enjoy any of the rights of sclf.^.TvernniL'nl 
during the domination of Spain, lt wan for 
year? the policy of that country lo discourage 
nil improvemenlm which might loosen 
the bands of dependence, and give nclf- 
eiistence to a people. Thus when after 
the troubles of Siuiin the colonies threw 
rifT the yoke of the mother country, they 
were unfit for self-government. A few of their 
leading men had embodied the opinion! which 
prevailed in constitutional States, but they had 
never been educated to self-control, tbey had 
never rlmil; end distinctly recognised the very 
hasis of that freedom, which they profcaacd to 
give to their country— (he tolerance of contra- 
diction. Ever; leading politician was also a 
warrior, and not only led a party in the Senate, 
but also a company in the field. When the 
forms of law failed him, he had recourse to 
force. Injury demanded retaliation, Thus 
there waa a strange medley of legal profession*, 
and the habitual disregard of law, Thus while 
ether countries, bare grown in power and wealth 
even under the most unfavourable administra- 
tion of tegular Government, the States 
of Soulh America have deteriorated 
and sunk into contempt. The populatiun is 
as ignorant, aa indolent, aa incapable of under- 
standing economic laws, aa impatient of legal 
restraints, an inilirTerent to national obligations 
an. they were a hundred years ago, Krea the 
United States shrinlii from the responsibility uf 
their annexation, lt ii possible to deal with 
slaves, ur with mere savages 1 but to deal with 
men of aemi-Kurnpean origin, and who hai-e 
caught up the r*hit>bo]ctl)a of liberty, but know 
nothing of its conditions, woald only be to 
create the necessity for a large (Landing army, 
which might one day be turned lack upon ihc 
very people frum whom it was pent forth. 

lt ia not wonderful, therefore, that en- 
lightened Americans would dread embarking 
upon a cnreeT of conquest, which however it 
rnight benefit mankind, would very possibly 
compromise their own safety, The beat thing 
that could happen would be for some great 
power, tike France, to intcrnose, and by the 
eierciae of the regimen of Pans break down the 
anmliiat*, and compel someujiflg like order 
that there might be alao lomething like 
"cMirity. 

We are all happily c^nscioua of the great dif- 
ference between the colonies of Anglo-Saxon 
origin, and thus of South America. It would 
be in in -mil to compare litem. Kerertheleei 
there are pome lessons to be leaned even from 
South American States. They .how ui at least 
that it it not in forma and consdiurJons that the 
safety of n people can be found — that 
comiitutions are nothing unleaa they are 
the expression and embodiment of the habitus! 
thought and moral aTmpaihiea of tha people. 
It i» in vain to hate equal lawa if their Bnirainin- 
triiii™ be uncertain or eorrupt. It i* in rata 
to hare rerncucntation, in matten of finance, 
if thewe who an chosen habitually folia Lhcm- 
-elvea into conspiracies to tob the State. It is 
uncles, to huvn trial by jury, ii that eonttiramc*, 
intended to nod independent and impartial 
men. 1i*cciticj aubjact to demonitratiom, to 
threats, ui 10 lis Iter) 

The Ikabilual withtlrawment of persons uf 
education, property, and station from thl affairs 
of Government must tend to defraud the 
Fm S colonies of the proper f raits 
institntiona as much as the 
of such classes cause* anarchy 
, ' ii) in the South American Statei, It 
i- ,: t in .l,ing how rapidly n country raaydeclinc 
b, utc who havo it in chargo turn even 
(rovounneot into an instrument of pillage. 



Jt a M "' b0 . u ™ corr«,poadnnt notirW the 
other day the departure from Victoria of a large 
body of persona, who had scraped together a 
smell property, and whose departure he escribes 
to the dominance of false principles of politieal 
economy, end the etpoaure of th* pubiie and 
permanent in te testa of the country to the pre- 
judices and eovotottsnosa of 1 clasa, If it be 
true— and wo are the last to deny it— that 
ttianypquattcTi some years ago ea iumed an atti- 
tude hostile to colonisation, and thus prevented 
the growth of population , it will be found equally 
true (hat those who ostracise from public life all 
wtio have education or property, or who inter- 
fere with the natural How and profit of oapilal, 
or who force the Government of the day to con- 
trret oliligatinns which wtQ not be profitable, 
and which will thcrefoTo never bo discharged, 
—bring aboul the same dia» -irons results. 

We ur. : happy to find that more aohir views 
are gaining greater influence In the minds of 
reflecting men, md that they arc likety to 
ciercise some antliuritj in the course of future 
legialation. The Lammlm A'xawiasr— . 
journal wbirb has Long had great circulation 
in the colony of Tasmania, and which ha. 
been for many years the exponent of ultfa- 
liberslism—not, indeed of the coarse and vin- 
tlkUTe lipBTaliam which is generated by more 
envy and greed — but of that which ia founded 
upon the philosophical systems of Rksthav, 
and men of his class, observes :—

No one can move freely in society without 
rinding that such is the general feeling of men, 
who were reckoned among the more forward 
liberals some fire or sis years ago. That gene- 
toiu confidence in human nature which it is so 
pleasing to cherish, and which assumes that men, 
if they have free action, will do what is right, 
haa been tlie ruin of thousands in private life. 
Where, however, the evil conseciuoncei are in- 
dividual, society may not seriously suffer. When 
the moat erroneous view* uf what men will do 
if lbey r possenfl the power, prevail in poll- 
lica! organ Lsationn the mischief is too 
often irreparable. There in no arm strong 
enough to auest the machine when il 
ia in full motion, and when it moves 
•n sn incline plane. It must go until it reaches 
(he very bottom, and it is likely to smash all 
who attempt to resist it. 

No delusion is more fuUil than that Ihe 
country can be best governed by the ignorant 
cl asses! ' lb pit projwrty can be best ptotecied by 
these who have nr u^ PSn s — that tlie convenience 
uf the producer is Ihc best guide to the interest 
of the consumer*— or that the deadly struggles 
of needy tnen, for the possession u( supreme 
power, will end in economy or purity, or social 
progress, No man reasons so absurdly where 
Lis own individuul interests are involved. No 
curb nii.-Uike* could ever bo applied in 
mechanics or chemistry without demolition sad 
explosion. Nor can liiey be applied to Ooyem- 
inrnt. 

Against thfs abuse, other countries offer us a 
most solemn warning, end if we In.ve no reason 
to rjpect The same ruin which has overtaken 
them, it is because in the very tissue of society 
there are principles of an opposite nature, 
which bsio nol yd lost their vitality and 
encrny 

Two ef our eorrespiindtnts were disputing the 
filler day touching lhe merits of a certain patent 
by Mr. Row* an, whereby an ithmense s lying 
wn* tu be obtained in the consumption of fuel 
in the mulling of stt'ani engines, and which 
would enable li e Australian mail service, and 
the Panama benice In particular. Lo be carried 
on with (in economy anil regularity nut liitherlo 
attain able. In the English Mail, just to hand, 
we find some further reference to this new 
patent, tending tn confirm the high opinion ea- 
pressed of iia utility. The apparntui is at work 
on board the Theli^. a steamer of about live 
hundred tons burden, plying between Liverpool 
and Glasgow ; Captain Ki. linen— well known 
in Sydney, — having hod bis attention directed 
10 Ihe value of the patent, took n trip in Ihe 
Thetis for the purpose of seeing with his 
own eyes how the machinery worked. Ho 
gives the result of his observations in a letter to 
the chairman and commilteo of the Qencml 
Asiocistiim for the Australian Colonies. During 
a very rough passage of thirty-three hours from 
Glasgow to Greenock, ngainet a lieid wind and 
heavy sea, lhe consumption of Scutch conl ™ a 
Little over rive tons, the engines being nominally 
eighty horse power, Mr. Eliibbd adds 
that since that period several practical men have 
taken voyages in Ihc Thetis, anil eipressed 
themselves satisfied of the superiority of lhe 
patent. Several scientific professors and 
engineers have also repotted favourably on the 
principle, Mr. El.TittEti does not describe the 
nstura sf this intention, which is entitled the 
u Patent Espanaion Steam Engine," but he 
called on Mr. How AN, who explained to him 
fully all the details, and gave him an 
abstract of the result nf twenty-eight voyages 
by lhe Thetis, air. Iton-AV alio personally 
atlended a meeting of the chairman and com- 
mittee of the Australian Association, exhibiting 
snd explaining models of his engine and boiler. 
The Empkbo* of the French, after receiving 
a favourable report from his own engineer, has 
ordered machinery to be made for a gunboat ns 
an experiment, and the British Government, not 
to be behind hand, have alio invited tenders for 
1 pair of engines of one hundred an i fifty horse 
power of this eonstruclion. The quantity of 
coal required for Rowan's patent is not more 
than " one pound and a quarter 
per indicated horse -power per hour, 
as against three and a hfdf to four and 
a half pounds consumed by the machinery 
in ordinary use." This is a saving of fully 
tivo-ujirds, which if it is really practicable on n 
large, as well as on a tmitt. scale, is indeed an 
enormous step in advance. 

The great hindrance in the wsy of the full 
development of steam navigation all round the 
world has been the hulkintas of the fuel re- 
quired. This has been specially obstmhlc in 
the case of long voysges, such as that between 
England and Australia. The first steam com- 
pany that tried the voyage by way of the Capo 
failed, becaust so many stopping places wore 
necessary in order to replace the rapidly ei- 
haunted fuel llmt the voyage was prolonged lu 
beyond the period occupied by a first-elaaH 
sailing vessel. The plan was, tlicrefwe, given 
up as a costly blunder. The next attempt was 
to reduce the consumption of fuel by reducing 
the steam power mukipp; the engine, in fast, 
only an aniiSiary for occasional uso 
in calm weather. imt 1"" met with 
only a pattbl success, for though economy 
ol fnrf wm attained, the certainty and 



punctuJrty of a steam pasa.g. had to be f g „. 
Bon. 1 else. The plight engines wet* foond to 
be of no ue against a fool wind, and though 
some good passages have bean effected br 
these auxiliary .crew clippers, thers have bc<m 
some long passages also. A line of vossehr 
that should be able to steam ell the way oet to 
Australia if necessary, i. a desideratum The 
Great Eastern was designed to do thia and 
more, but a fleet of such vessel* would be too 
large for the present trade. 

Mr. Emiufp thinks that the time has now 
come when by the aid of HowaVs patent the 
difficulty may be overcome in a manner both 
practicable nnd commercially successful. He 
baa discussed with Mr. Rowan the 
subject of a direct line of ocean 
slearners from England to An trail., 
and espresaes himself satisfied that 
the outward voyage could be performed with 
regularity to Melbourne in fifty daya. For this 
purpose he would require n line of steamon 
of " throe thousand tons burden, with engines 
of 7S0 horae-power— 22M I. H. P." Their 
consumption would not bo greater than tUnr 
tons of coal per diem, which, for the fifty days, 
would not be more than fifteen hundred Ions 
aliogciher and stowage room would therefore 
be left for fifteen hundred tons of cargo. Such 
0 line of vessels, with no stoppages 09 
transhipments, would 90 command lhe pas- 
senger name and the best paying part of the 
freight trsftif that, he is of opinion, they would 
prove remunerative even without a Government 
subsidy, and he saya he would not hesitate to 
take n large sham in a venture or Lhe 
kind. Certsinly ihe patronage bestowed 
by Ihe public on steamers that can oaly 
boast auxiliary power may well encourage 
tho notion that more reliable vessels would 
prove slill more successful. The .Ll-faled 
Kojal Charier had four hundred souls on board 
whea she went down, and the Great Britain haa 
just left Melbourne with no fewer than five 
hundred. While the heavily subsidised mail 
steamers lhat are so expensively worked as to 
make high fares necessary, only get a score or 
l-vo of passengers. All the great mail com- 
panies have set down the cost of coals a. one 
of the moat serious items of their outlay. At 
lhe late meeting of the f'eninnutar and Oriental 
Company t( was stated Ihrit no fewer than taro 
hundred nnd eighty- three ships were at sea at 
one lime engaged in supplying tlie Company's 
vessels and atnliooa with tatiL. 80 far From 
*t earners displacing sailing vessels, they 
require at this rate a regular fleet 
to wait upon them and supply their 
incessant wants. The cost of maintaining 
this " Commissariat" service for scores of 
hungry furnaces must necessarily be excessive, 

10 say nothing of lhe diminished gains by 
freight in consequence of Lhe space in the hold 
occupied by (he fuel. Such a reduction in the 
economy of fuel an is promi-cd by Row ax's 
patent will effect a revolution in ocean navi- 
gation. IL will make lines 0 r steamers remu- 
nerative on routes now closed againwt lliem, or 
mutts only bnlf developed under the operation 
of heavily subdised monopolies. And it would 
tend to displace sailing-veascls altogether from 
the greet lines of passenger traffic. 

An economy of fuel is the great improvement 
that steam navigation requires for ifs per- 
fection, In this direction improvements have 
been steadily tending, as In the case of 
superheated steam, but Mr. Roivas's plan 

11 il has not been over estimated, mnkes by far 
the greatest bound. The march of invention 
»:11 nevtr stop, anil even tlie most splendid 
discoveries are but the more noticeable step*, in 
the progress. 

Another invention has recently been patented 
in (England, which has excited some attention, 
as promising to increaHe the functions of th« 
sleam engine, and that is Scott's Steam Oone- 
ralor. On this jilan tho nld fn.liioned boiler is 
dispensed with, nnd water finely comminuted 
by being driven through the sm:Ul apertures or 
wire guime, is forced tntu highly heated tubes 
of small diameter, and rapidly turned into 
slpam. This method claims to effect a great 
aaving of fuel, and lo be free from the ordinary 
risjts of boiler explosion.

The ejist of the matter is simply thin — that 
Popt it net St to govern a targe StaU— that his 
temporal sovereignty ought to be restricted to 
tbe city of Rome ; that the Komagno ought to 
be separated from the Pspacy ; that it the 
same tithe the Pope must not be subject to any 
one Power, and therefore must be left in pos- 
session of Rome ; that the city of Rome, as the 
seat of the. Papal Court, must have no army, 
representation, Frets, or magistracy ; and. 
lastly, that aa the Great Power in 1915 gave to 
the rope the Papal provinces, they have a right 
to consider in I860 whether they ran reave them 
in bis possession— a very illogical deduction, it 
Hit be confessed. 

It is too early to hear the views of the dif- 
ferent European Powers on this subject, but it 
is ijuite certain it will arouse the ire of the 
Roman Catholic body out of Italy, and it ia 
in my humble opinion calculated to have a very 
perplexing result, for the Powers which are to 
meet in Congress naturally cannot submit to 
hare the question ibej have to decide upon 
prejudged, and their decision almost dictated to 
them, fitttit vrrrans. 

The Trench Government has telegraphed to 
the Powers aforesaid that the Congress will not 
meet until the 19th January. 

His Holiness the Pope has addressed an au- 
tograph tetter to the Emperor expressive of his 
unwillingness to he represented at the Con- 
gress, having ful] confidence ia the loyalty and 
ii mines* of tbe Eldest Son of the Church. 
Had this pamphlet appeared previonsly to this 
teller being written, assuredly the Pope would 
never have permitted it- 
Russia, at the request of the Emperor Napo- 
leon, has mmed Prince Gortschakoff oa final 
plenipotentiary to the Congress. 

The Emperor Napoleon will on New Year's 
Day receive the diplomatic corps, and the two 
Legislative sections of France, when it ia ex- 
pected he will, as on the lat January last, mate 
some communication indicative of the future 
course uf events or policy. 

The war between Spain and Morocco is in 
full activity. On Tuesday oOOO Moors were 
repulsed in an attack with great slaughter. 
The Spanish troops contemplate an attack on 
Tetuan by land and aea, 

England has made a demand on Spain far 
£440,000. due by Spiin for material* of war 
supplied during tbe civil wur against Don 
Curios, and as a commission has found the 
claim to be correct, Spain haa signified her in- 
tention of paying it, but docs so with eoanjaer- 
islie pomposity and self-laudation, being 
" willing to give another proof of its 
good faith in the matter of" legiti- 
mate clsiim." From such language 
one t* led to believe that Spain does not con- 
sider ihe heavy debt due to English capitalists 
as legitimate claims ! Verily the arrogance of 
Spain la great, but « poor fool, she knows no 
belter." 

Austria is about to proceed to a complete 
disarmament, and the nest budget will announce 
a reduction of 38,000,000 florins in the ex- 
penses of the war department. When a treasury 
is bankrupt, and the Slate credit nil, it certainly 
is lime for retrenchment. 

There is great political agitation in Bungarv, 
and the Austrian Government ia employing 
military law, and political persecution against 
all who dare to apeak of " nationality," and 
hiLS ordered that (he German languige be sub- 
stituted for Hungarian in the University of 
resth.

The pamphlet "The Pope and the Congress, 
has, as 1 e.pec'-ed, cr-ted an imavrnse «nsi- 
tlon all oeer Europe, " pUying the very deuca, 
and assuredly will provoke great and wnouj 
difficulticK. 

The Pope ha* informad the French Anbu- 
sador it Rome that in conaequence of its appear- 
ance the departure of Cardinal Antone Hi has 
been suspended. The Papal nuncio it Pans 
hu intimated to Count Wilewaki that it is im- 
possible- for the Pope to send i representative 
to the Congress, unlets the authentic dental be 
given that the pamphlet had an official origin 
and expressed the sentiments of tbe French 
Ministry. 

The Russian Ambaiaador has informed Count 
Walewaki, alio, that Russia will oppose in the 
Congress the programme it embodies for the 
settlement of the Italian question. 

At tbe same lime Austria, Naples, and Spam 
have notified to the French Government that 
they would not send plenipotentiaries if the 
P^pe be not represented. 

Here is a complication ! Such is the etite of 
European feeling that it ia thought that the 
Congress will not meet at ail. IU meeting must 
certainly he postponed. 

At i Council of the French Ministers, it has 
been resolved net to give any official denial to 
the pamphlet, on the plea that as It has not 
been mentioned in the Monittur. lbs only offi- 
cial organ of the Government, it cannot be con- 
sidered an affair to be noticed by foreign powers 
in their diplomatic relations with France. 

Another view of the subject is, that the pam- 
phlet is evidence of the good understanding and 
conciliation between France and England. 

The Timti has given publicity to a conversa- 
tion held in ParU between an " English- 
1 and a " Frenchman,'' who ire 
understood to have been the Emperor 
of the French and Mr. Cobden. It la upon the 
subject of the relations between France nnd 
England, (I enclose a copy,) In this remark- 
able revelation of a remarkable conversation on 
so important a subject the " Frenchman," orthe 
Emperor, declares the invasion panic lately en- 
tertained in England as folly, and trices back 
facta illustrative of the sincere friendship of the 
Emperor for England— namely, that on every 
occasion when efforts have been made to de- 
tach him from the English alliance, by pro- 
posals inconsistent with English principles, he 
has steadily refused (orngjucity in any such 
policy or plana. Hi « 

He explains the increase of the French navy 
is no more than the reorganisation of the French 
naval Hoot from sailing (esaels to steamers, like 
that adopted by Englsmd. and that it will take 
ten yesrs to bring the French fleet *p to the 
point of efficiency determined upon by Louis 
Napoleon, a sovereign who, it is aptly observed, 
was not accused of any hostile design against 
England. 

The Emperor further observes that, with 
regard to tbs activity of the French arsenals, 
the same reorganisation Is taking place in the 
army as regards the materials of war. 

That while there does still exist in both 
countries a remnant of rancour and rivalry, 
there "arc material interests on the one 
tide and liberal ideas on the other, 
which tend inceasandy to draw the 
two countries closer to each other," and 
concludes with an emphatic declaration thiil 
a war with England could bring to France 
no advantage, materia] or moral." 

There is great candour on both aides ex- 
pressed in this rrmarkabla conversation, and 1 
commend its perusal from a sincere belief that 
the facts and explanations adduced by the 
Frenchman, or Emperor, are real and tangible. 

The ox- Duke of Modena has advanced with 
troop* to the fionliera of hi* former States. 

The Queen of Spain has given birth to a 
Princess. 

The Spaniards have gained farther successes 
over the Moors. 

Lord John Russell has directed the English 
Minister at Madrid to defer all further mention 
of tbe payment of thef 1 iO.om), duo to England 
by Spain, for a period of six months. This is, 
of course, with a view nuL to embarrass the 
Spanish Government with the payment of so 
largo a sum at such a crisis, when all the re- 
sources or the country are required to meet the 
drain occasioned by the war. 

The Turkish Government has called upon 
Europe to settle the Suez Canal question in its 
political bearing, by guaranteeing the integrity 
of the Turkish Empire, to which the representa- 
tives of the five great European Powctb have 
agreed. 

The new* from India ia important, namely, 
that the Government, in consideration of faithful 
services, recognises the privilege of adoption by 
native princes and nobles, itc., in the event of 
failure of direct heirs, The Nana is reported 
to be dead, but the testimony to tint effect is 
very slight indeed. 

The Chinese Government is said to hnvc 
asked for 0ao mediation of America on the late 
differences, hut from my personal knowledge of 
the Chinese I do not think, it at all probable 
that the Government has done any such thing. 

A system of free emigration of Chinese to the 
West Indies has been organised by the agent 
of the English Government nnd the Chinese 
minorities at Canton. 

The remainder of the patties implicated in 
the Harper's Ferry affair, were duly executed at 
Charlestown on the 16th instant, without any 
attempt at a rescue. 

A great mass meeting Was held at Doston on 
the 8th instant, to express sympathy for the 
South. Mr. Everett in the chair, who, in the 
comae of his speech culled npoa the North to 
discontinue the system of provocation they have 
used towards the Southern people, and to use 
all moans to strengthen the Union which aboli- 
tionist madness has endangered. 

The British Columbia or San Juan affair will, 
it is positively affirmed, bo settled most amica- 
bly. General Scott had withdrawn all the 
American troops and artillery, except one com- 
pany left for the protection of American act- 
tiers. Thus conduct has met with the appro- 
bation of the Senate and Government. 
_ The formation of Volunteer BiHo Corps con- 
tinues.

The « Church Institution" has been formed, 
the Arehbiahop, and Bishops being in favour of 
the joint action uf tbe clergy md laity in 
Church matters.

Meetings in favour of the temporal power of 
the Pope continue to he held in Ireland. 

London, Saturday, January 7, 1600. 
The Italian question has entered upon i new 
phase. It has been the general belief that Its 
settlement had become much embarrassed by 

very serious complications, ascribed to Count 
"WalewBai'i policy, which lately hu been in 
favour of a return of the deposed Dukes. The 
Count, who is a natural son of Ihe first 
Napoleon, is strongly attached to the Emperor, 
and his Majesty to nim; and, with the Count's 
diplomatic talents, he hu proved i valuable 
and devoted illy ; but State questions will 
sometimes sever the closest ties, and it is so 
in this case. Count Walewaki has resigned, 
and his place has been filled by M. de 
Thouvcnel, the French Ambassador it Constan- 
tinople, who has of course been recalled. 

The retirement of the Count Watewski leaves 
the Emperor's hands untied, and paves the way 
at once for a more liberal policy by the Em- 
peror, who will now, it is understood, strengthen 
the English Alliance., by adapting a policy more 
in accordtnee with the views of the British Go- 
vernment on the Italian question. 

This is undoubtedly a most important stroke 
of policy. His Majeslv munificently secured 
to the Count a handsome income and in 
estate, 

The Congress has been indefinitely post- 
poned, and a general belief has be en entertained 
that it never will meet. 

The Emperor's reception of the diplomatic 
corps on New Year's Day afforded him the 
opportunity of reminding that body that " since 
ray accession to power I hare always professed 
the most profound respect for recognised rights. 
Be then assured that the constant aim of my 
efforts will be to re-establish everywhere, inso- 
much at depends on me, confidence and 
peice." 

The sale of tbe pamphlet has reached M.uOO 
copies, one-half of which has been told out of 
France. 

In consequence of the Pope and the 
Duke of Modern recruiting Austrian s 
for their armies, the King of Sar- 
dinia has declared to the Holy See 
that it will consider the enlistment of Germane 
u contrary to the principle of non-intervention, 
and if they are continued will send Sardinian 
troops into the Legations. 

A great battle has been fought in Morocco. 
The Moon, 40,000 strong, being defeated with 
a loss of liOO. The Spanish troops fought 
most valiantly. The Spanaati squadron have 
burnt and blown up the ports it the mouth of 
the Tetuan River. 

The Russian Government are rtegociating for 
the purchase of the southern half of the Island 
of S.ingslkio, the upper half of which they 
already possess. 

The Montara family having given proofs that 
the kidnapping of their child had been ordered 
by the Reverend Father and inquisitor Feletti, 
he has been arrested by the Government of 
Moderia, md legal proceedings instituted 
against him. 

The dictator Farini haa ordered that until 
tile final settlement of the Italian question Ihe 
stttes of I'armn, Modena, ind Roinagnn shall 
take the collective name of the " Government 
of ihe Royal Provincsa of the Emilia." 

Farini has decreed the expulsion of Jesuits 
from these three states. 

There has been another Ministerial crisis at 
Constantinople, and Ruehdi Pacha appointed 
Prime Minister, who is in favour of the Suez 
canal, end promises its support, provided the 
European Power] come to in understanding 
upon the subject. 

From the more distant East the news is good ; 
20W> rebels in Oude have been taken captive. 
Lord Canning has appointed six of the TiJeok- 
dars authority to collect the revenue. Mr. 
Wilson had arrived in Calcutta, nnd taken his 
seat in the Council. 

From ihe West we learn tint Mr. M'Lane 
had returned to New York, from Mexico, with 
a treaty concluded with Juarex for the perpetual 
right of wny across the Isthmus of Tehuantepee 
Tree of duty, the United Stales paying -1,000,000 
dollars as compensation for the release of duties. 
This gives to America a protectoral power over 
Mexico, as she is to be permitted to have mili- 
tary forces and erections, be. 

The connection of tbe two shores of St. 
Laurence has been effected by the opening of 
the Victoria Bridge, and the ahirei of the 
Grand Trunk Railway have advanced £i. 

The city of Paris is to be immensely enlarged. 
The sixty barriers which have been a cordon of 
defence hsvc been opened, and are being 
removed together with the old walls, Paris will 
be nearly enclosed with 100 gites surrounded 
by deep ditches and green slopes. 

The youthful sons of the Orleans family, 
Due de Nemours, the Prince do Joinville, and 
the Due d'Aumsle, nre to be educated at 
Edinburgh, under Dr. Leonard Schmidt*. Rector 
of the High School. 

Admiral Howies having published some por- 
tion of the correspondence relating to the 
mutiny on board the Princess Royal, has re- 
signed his command at Portsmouth Dockyard. 

Lord Jlnraulay, the first and list of his title, 
died suddenly on Wetlnetday, December 28, 
1SS3, and will be buried it Westminster Abbey 
on Monday next, it Poet's Corner. He has 
left hia last and greatest work, tht history, un- 
finished. 

A meeting of the Roman Catholic body of 
London was duly held on Tuesday list, when 
an address sympathising with the Pope in 
hia presi nt position was adopted. 

The Rev. Messrs. Fnthergell and Warms!], 
two curates of St. Paul's and St. Barnabas, of 
KtaighuhrHgc, hnve seceded and been received 
into the Church of Rome, thus plainly con- 
firming the charge of the Papal tendencies of 
Ihu ministers of these churches. 

A scries of special Sabbath services have 
ticen commenced in the Garrick. the White- 
nhapel, the Sadler's Wells, md Britannia 
Theatres, by clergymen of the Church of 
England and Dissenting ministers.

Thai Is tor 
the present no other negociation going on than to 
resolve upon a basis which might become the point of 
departure for negotiations with ths other great 
powers, England having slwiys recognised the prin- 
ciple that tbs territorial arrangements of IBIS could 
only he mooiflei with th* unuent of the other great 
Powers."

En both cases the cause being the misinterpre- 
tation of en order conveyed by aa iff- lis. ramp.

The Message of the American President is 
important on one or two points.

to any meamire calculated to make us respected 
abroad, We are no alnrmisti. Wi are per- 
fectly nilling to give out Imperial ally the most 
entire credit for the sincerity of his professions 
towardi this country — we are wilting to believe 
that the main body of the French people would 
be as much opposed to an aggressive policy 
towards thin country as we ourselves should to- 
ward* them, but ivernjuit not bsfl sight of the fact 
that our Imperial aUy iss not merely in the 
hands of the French people, but altogether in 
the hands of the French army — that, in fact, 
he Is mmanndod by men who wiJI do his bid- 
ding only no long as it may serve their purpose, 
and no lonpsr- And we have enme (o this pass 
—that, notwithstanding the elonuent diatribes 
against standing armies with whidi the vi-alis 
of Parliament formerly rang, tbx nooner we 
plice the naval and military foi-ees of the 
Country upon a footing consistent with the 
dignity and wealth of the British Empire, the 
better. It is true we have our militia force ajid 
rifle volunteers, who, unouestinniibly, in rase of 
need, might do goqd service as auxiliaries, but 
to oppose such forces in desultory detachments 
to the steady precision of an advancing army, 
would be to expose a band of hcroEs to be cut 
down vrith comparalivo impunity. Turning to 
matters of a more pacific niture, with 
other measures of importance we have the to- 
called Reform R ill to discuss ; and we trust 
that a measure will he passed that will render 
further legislation in that respect as remote as 
possible. [( is not for the interest of the State, 
nor for tho interest of any class of 
individuals composing the State, llvil 
measures of such a nsturc should be 
agitate J At interval* of every twenty jffears, and 
a permsncnt settlement of the quesftlfii is most 
desirable. After all, it tieem* that Government 
is not going to wjit for Parliamentary iivncllon 
before it commences the work of putting our 
waflaaaj dockyard*. ;ln a stale uf defence.

Tin Emparor of the French has admitted! Mr.

The present condition of the Papal States in 
particular, and of Central Italy in general, is 
a delightful imbroglio for which Europe is in- 
debted in France, Austria, and Sardinia. They 
have contrived to throw seven States into 
greater or less confusion, and aro confessedly 
unable of themselves to settle lhat which they 
have so effectually unsettled. At the present 
hour there is nol one important fact known, 
and probably not one arrangement made, unless 
it he that Lomli.irJy is lobe Sardinian, and that 
the lata pamphlet contains the exact sentiment* 
of Napoleon. It ii> only to the patriotism and 
good sense of ihe Italians themselves lhat the 
whole of, the Peninsula is not now a scene of 
anarchy and bloodshed. When everything else 
is disorganized, and when even a single day 
luflicc* to upset all previoua arrangement*, il in 
obviuua lhat ihe world can only wail (he result*, 
contenting itself meanwhile with discussing 
the various rumoursastlieyturnup. Asexhibil. 
ing the actual condition of the Italian question, 
we collate the following facu, report*, and 
sper illations : —Lord Cowley, our ambassador 
to France, has been over to (his country, end 
has returned again. What was the abject of 
his journey ? There can be little doubt that it 
had reference to Ihe Italian nupstion. It seems 
that the idea of a Congress his not yel been 
definitely abandoned, hut, in the very probable 
event of a Congre*a being found impossible, 
sirne of setlling the Italian question must be 
devised. Various conjectures are made as to 
the method which will he adopted. In the first 
place wo are told that France will propone to 
England to open conference*, and invite such 
other Power* to join as she may think proper ] 
and that it the invitation be declined, the Italian 
difficulty will be sellled without them. Tha 
, Paris correspondent of the Homing Poll aayt 
' the Rmperor Napoleon desire* the creation of a 
new kingdom in Central Italy, hut not for 
Prince Napoleon. The leading men of the 
British Cabinet, however, it ia added, consider 
lhat the annexation of Tuscany, Parma, 
and Modena to Piedmont, would be the 
surest guarantee for the political and 
religious freedom of Northern and 
Central Italy. Another rumour seems to have 
sprung out of the conditional adhesion of the 
Einpetot lo the English view, via., the anneas-

Who it lo be (he 
Alexander to untie it? The resignation of 
Count Walewiki, tho French Foreign Minister, 
affords, we are told, strong evidence 
that Napoleon III, hu mad* up his mind to 
take his stand wilh tha British tipvemment on 
the Italian question ; 11 In. which case," tap the 
Ptwl. Congress or no Congress, Italy will be 
free." Connt Waleiviki had, it appears, 
pledged himself to Prince Metternleh (hat the 
French Oovernmem would never, «o long as he 
was Minister of Foreign Affairs, take the 
famous pamphlet as a programme of the pro- 
posed Congress : and his tixeellency used the 
same language to his Imperial master, at the 
same time giving in hi* resignation. Since the 
peace of Villafranea, the late Minister of 
Foreign ArTeirn considered France hound to 
employ every moral cftirt to restore the self 
exiled Duke*, and his views were no secret to 
the diplomatic world, M. Thcuivencl, who suc- 
ceed* to the management of Foreign Affairs, 
haa already achieved an European reputation. 
He has talent, Industry, and pood fnith; and 
with the exception of Lheso temporary ilivcr- 
gencie*, almost inaeparable from modern diplo- 
macy, he has, whenever opportunity offered, 
shown himself a good friend to the alliance with 
England, 

Tlie war in Morocco has advanced a little : 
the Moors having considerably relaxed t licit 
rtsistanna, so that the Spaniards have bean able 
to " report progress," No dqu!it tlie climate 
is mom to be feared than the enemy, (hough 
the latter arc not to be de*piscd. The Spanish 
troop* bear tho hardships of the campaign wilh 
great constancy. The rations, tlinngh poor, are 
plentiful : but tlie want of she tier is most 
severely felt from the rapid transition of ternjic- 
rature from one extreme to Ihe other within 
twenty-four hours,— Mr. Cobden attended the 
monthly dinner of the Society nf Political 
Economist* in 1'aris tie other day. The con- 
versation is understood In hive turned chiefly on 
the Sue* canal scheme, Mr.tJobden asserting that 
the opposition in E J 4iTliamQnt was owing in some 
measure to the manner in which the question 
was introduced, the House af Commons almost 
fancying thit it was expected lo take uliare in 
the enterprise. The principal opposition was 
found among diplomatists, who seemed to think 
that the concession of lands and the construe- 
tion of fort* might he at some future lime turned 
to the injury of English latcrenm ; but lhat there 
was no opposition on the ground that any 
country on the Mediterranean could deprive 
England by mean* of thai canal of a consider*' 
ble portion of her trade wilh tho Kiutt. The 
nttural advantage* of KnjjLml, and her >>co- 
praphical position, rendered, in Mr. Cobden's 
estimation, any such apprehension* fillilc. 
Moreover, arcording to the hon. gentleman, (lie 
opposition to the scheme had much diminished 
in England. 

The remains of Lord Macaulay were com- 
mitted to their last resting-place, in West- 
minster Abbey, on Monday, amid a crowd of 
political and literary celebrities, who assembled 
to do honour to one of England's really great 
men, During the performance of the ceremony 
the sdence wat inexpressibly solemn; so per- 
feet was tlie stillnet* that in Ihe remotest recess 
of the venerable Abbey the voice of the 
officiating clergyman could bo distinctly beard, 
There ia hardly a journal in the kingdom, what- 
ever it* political opinions, tliat has not uttered 
words of sincere sorrow that our great essayist 
should be thus cut off, leaving a great work un- 
finished behind him. The various reminiscences 
nf the decensod which his untimely removal has 
had the effect of bringing before the public eye, 
all go strongly to enhance the estimate which 
those who know him in private life had formed 
nf his personal character, nnd to ahow that wa 
have lost not only a great, but a truly goad 
mas. 

The great reform meeting at Birmingham, as 
it i* called in the Radical papers, turned out a 
very poor affair.

solvency and general want of confidence. Now 
that pressure is all but forgotten, the elasticity 
of our national re*ourees haa enabled th* 
country to resume it,: wonted poaitiem, and 
bright anticipation* are indulged in aa to tlie 
future. 

No doubt, tho satis factory doings of 18J59 
have much to do wilh the hopes of IBfiO. There 
seem* lo be no question that the value of our 
exports in 18sa ha* been greater than at any 
period of our history. Probably, their gross 
value wdl have exceeded 125 million* tterting. 
Onlike the etport trade of 185T, this immense 
development of industrial activity ha* been of 
a purely bona fide character. Political changes 
at home, dangerous convubjiorta abroad, sad 
very rcasonible doubts feanecting the mainten- 
ance of European peace, have united lo check 
that reactionary rebound which might have been 
looked for. Tfotwithatanding all these things, 
the conne of trade haa been steadily pro- 
gressive ; 1 8S9 ha* been a year of cheap money, 
cheap food, cheap raw materinls. and low 
freights On the other haa», it has been a year 
of high prices a* regards manufacture* and 
labour. The fact that during more than halt 
the year ihe bank r*tc of discount haa been 
only 2J per cent,, k a proof that the general 
trade of the country hat been wand, and thia 
notwithstanding that the neceseitie* of other 
State* have made them borrower* to the amount 
of nearly ninety millions. That some nf these 
loans have failed in England is n farther preof 
that the moneyed worid i* yet sane. Concur- 
rently with this readiness to forward really 
legitimate business, and lend on home securities, 
there have been, on Ihe whole, no astounding 
alterations in produce. Further, during the 
eleven months ending December, the inward 
tonnage of British shipping has increased from 
4, fi ta, SB 4 to 4,958,982 tons, while during the 
latter part of the year there have ■been unqnei. 
tinnablo symptom* of revival in freights in 
almost all directions. The national balance 
aheet show* that there has been a net decrease 
of revenue on the year of about £218.0110 — a 
decrease more apparent than real. The Co*- 
toma show sn increase of £732,500 : Excise 
upward* of a million ; and Post Office £150,000. 
The Properly Tai shows a decrease of 
£1,304,0011, and miscellaneous £718.000. the 
last item being c*u*ed by the absence of nn ex- 
tmoriKnary sale of old stores, which took jdaee 

Amongst the most important news by this 
mnil i* the announced change in the commercial 
policy of France, lit a letter to M. Fould, the 
Emperor derl.ires lhat *' the moment has arrived 
for applying ourselves lo the mesns of giving a 
gtcatcr development to the different branches 
of national wealth," and consequently he com- 
municate* to his Minister the basis of the com- 
mercial reforms which he purposes In bring 
about. The duties on woo! and cotton are to 
he abulished, those on'sngar and coffee nrc to be 
successively reduced. Improvements are to bo 
made in the means of communication through- 
out France, and canal dues arc to bo lowered . 
loans arc to be granted by tha State for tlie 
encouragement of agriculture and manufactures; 
great public works ore to he undertaken j 
all prohibitions are to be expunged from the 
customs' tariff, end commercial treaties are to 
roncludei with foreign Power*. In order to 
supply the funds necessary for the execution of 
these reform*. £8,400.000 yet remaining of the 
produce of the war loan of £20,090,000, will 
be employed during the next three years to 
defray the cost of the public works, and in the 
meanwhile the redemption of the public debt 
is to he suspended. sio reference is made to 
the reduction of the Iron duties, or other parts 
of tho French protective system. The details 
of the changes thus foreshadowed will bo looked 
forward to with Interest, al the same time the 
Emperor has determined to curb the political 
influence of the Fapul clergy, and hi* hrst step 
is Iho suppression of lhat powerful organization 
of ultramontaniam — the Society of St. Vincent 
dc Paul. Iduta Napoleon must poscess no 
email amount of courage (0 undertake these 
measures. In the meanwhile, affairs nro taking 
n satisfactory turn for tha national party in 
Italy.
